LAUSANNE. Dec. 4..A mem¬

ber of the British ¿»»legation who
listened to Tehiteherin's argu¬
ment here to-day against free¬
dom of the Dardanelles said to¬

night he did «not believe the Rus¬
sians really cksircd to ses a tit
tlement of the Straita problem tí
frcted at this conîerence, but were
in attendance here only to stir up
trotihle. Their proposal for clos¬
ing the Strait» and cutting olf the
Black Sea, save for the Russians,
the British regarded as an insult
to the confereriace, he added.

Tchitcherin asserted to-night
in an interview ¿hat the counter
demand of Rumania for a de¬
militarized Black Sea was sheer
foolishness. Russia is a sovereign
state, he held, and must be
treated as equal with the other
great powers, and de-militarisa¬
tion of the Black Sea is therefore
simply impossible.
